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The Air Mail Week Cachets 


UITE a number of our readers 
and advertisers remembered us 
with covers mailed during Na- 
tional Air Mail Week from their 
cities and the cachets were so 

numerous and varying in design we 
thought a brief review of these would 
be of interest. 

The most elaborate of all the covers 
came from James Ament of Youngstown, 
Ohio, bearing a gold cachet in imitation 
of the design on the 25c Parcel Post 
stamp of 1913, with no less than 15 auto- 
graphs of various officials of Youngs- 
town’s celebration. This cover came into 
the office literally wrapped in cellophane, 


apparently being mailed at Youngstown | 
O. J. Richardson, the | 


in that manner. 
Pinellas Park dealer, must have been to 
the first day sale at St. Petersburg fo1 
his cover has the American Air Mail 
Society cachet and the Pinellas Park 
postmark dated the first day and in ma- 
genta too. 


Starting with Sunday, May 15th, the 
cachets got off to a pretty good start. 
Supplies of the 6c airmail bicolor must 
have been widely distributed for almost 
every cover we received had that stamp 
for postage. Joseph Jones of Bristol, 
Va., sent the blue “Uncle Sam” cachet 
from there, this being one of the few 
cachets in its subject and design being 
100% air mail; Covington, Va., showed 
its covered bridge of vintage of 1842 in 
a bright red cachet from Alex Stewart; 
New Haven had a blue cachet celebrat- 
ing its tercentenary on the cover from 
H. E. Gleason; Niles, Mich., “Playground 
of the North” emphasized that factor on 
the cover from C. B. Tuttle; from the 
California Collectors Club and J. D. 
Long came San _ Francisco’s cover 
boosting front and back the 1939 Expo- 
sition in two colors. The postmaster of 
Edgewater Park, N. J., sent his cover 
through with his chief’s favorite color, 
green, used for address, cancellation and 
cachet; Bellefonte, Pa., first stop on the 
1918 transcontinental service printed a 
size 10 cover in red and blue and our 
anonymous sender used a center line 
block of the new 6c; Earl Burke of Ma- 
con printed a bicolored cachet on his 
city’s covers; Gloucester, Mass., had a 
big blue cachet of nautical design; Fred 
Chambers sent us one on the first day of 
sale at Luckey, Ohio; Middle Haddam, 
Conn., had the state seal as the design 
for its printed cachet; D. B. Hoffman 
sent Allentown, Pa.’s all air cachet, in 
Magenta; three other magenta cachets 
were Cadiz, Ohio (picturing Clark Ga- 
ble—he was born there), Westhampton 





|Beach, N. Y., for its pick-up, and one 
|from Portland, Ore., from James Kin- 
tier; an air view of Herndon, Pa., was 
the subject of the city’s cachet; and a 
| black all airmail cachet from Fort Worth, 
| Texas, from C. D. Reimers completed the 
list of covers dated the second day of 
|the Week. 

Of those dated on Tuesday, the 17th, 
| Milledgeville, Georgia’s was most color- 
| ful with flags and city seal printed in 
|various colors and this one came from 
|Clyde B. Hutchinson; Detroit, Mich., 
used a big circular blue cachet printed; 
| Portsmouth and East Palestine, O., each 
|had cachets boosting the home town; 
Connellsville, Pa., had a red and green 
Sicolor showing the burning by the In- 

















dians of a pioneer, possibly this to em- 
phasize the dangers of travel on foot; 
Baldwin Park, Calif., used a big magenta 
map of that community; Pomona, Calif., 
had a black printed cachet advertising 
its Los Angeles County Fair; a violet one 
from Penn Yan, N. Y., in the Finger 
Lakes district from M. B. Faithful; 
Frank English sent in one from Big 
Spring, Texas, the magenta cachet fea- 
turing a parachute jumper and the invi- 
tation “Drop in now.”; McKinney, Tex- 
as, pictured the home of one of the sign- 
ers of Texas’ Declaration of Independ- 
ence for whom the town is named, and 
Irving Weiner sent the blue cachet from 
New York featuring the Statue of Lib- 
erty. 

On May 18th Otto Henker of Dubuque 
sent us a cover from there bearing an 
impression or facsimile of the original 
cachet used for the pioneer flight there 
in July, 1912. The cover in addition had 
a label cachet, as well as a large magenta 





cachet of Iowa City with that city’s post- 








mark in red as well. Others dated the 
18th were from widely scattered points, 
the farthest away being a blue map 
cachet from Honolulu and a bi-colored 
one from Tacoma, Wash., with air mail 
slogan from Chas. Winegar, Secy. of the 
American Stamp Association. Houston, 
Texas, had such a large violet affair pic- 
turing Sam Houston that it appears on 
the back of the cover from Wm. Bensche. 
Camden, N. J., had a blue printed cachet 
showing the four methods of coast to 
coast postal service used in the past 
eighty years, George Cleary, Jr., sending 
this one. Westfield, Pa., had a red box 
of all air mail content; while Ray Wells 
sent along Watervliet, N. Y.’s, adver- 
tising this “Arsenal City.” Pocatello, 
Idaho, had a printed map cachet in two 
colors and Jas. Stamp Service sent a 
specimen. 

Thursday, May 19th, was the Big Day 
of the week, for every town that could 
arrange it had mail picked up at its air- 
port to be flown to the nearest regular 
air mail stop. Lowell, Mass., used a 
special green cancellation with words, 
“First Flight,” the Lowell Stamp Club 
sending us a cover; Santa Barbara, Calif., 
used its German-style cancelling machine 
and two cachets in honor of Earle Oving- 
ton, first air mail pilot, from H. Lehman; 
W. C. Weager sent Fort Smith’s (Ark.) 
which remembered the pioneer flight of 
1911; Ottawa, Ill., had its mail flown 
from Starved Rock State Park and again 
the local club, the La Salle County 
Stamp Club, remembered us. Many other 
cities had special cachets for the pick-up 
flights including Woonsocket, S. Dak., 
showing an artesian well (from B. F. 
Moran, the Postmaster); Olympia, Wash., 
from Harry Martin and enclosing a card 
with the state seal and autograph of the 
Auditor; Velva, N. D., showing the 
largest lignite mine; Santa Rosa, Calif., 
in the redwood district (from Stanley 
Hosmer); Norwich, N. Y., had a printed 
cachet in honor of the first president of 
the Soaring Society of America (from 
Chas. Pflanz, Secy. of Chenango Phil. 
Soc.); Alvin, Texas, came through from 
Geo. L. Ross with a big green marking 
showing Cape Jasmine; Cohasset, Mass., 
cover was cancelled at Brockton; Green- 
ville, Ill, had a purple cachet draw- 
ing (?) of the 5c Beacon stamp design; 
West Groton, Mass., had its cachet sup- 
plied by the postmaster; St. Paul, Neb.’s 
printed cachet had a picture of the field 
and planes in 1919 when the first trans- 
continental service was opened; Salem, 
Mass., had a gold and blue seal enclos- 
ing the town’s seal.

The cachet of Olney, IIll., was a black 
affair looking like a pictorial machine 
cancelation; Chicopee, Mass., was print- 
ed in red and composed a shield with 
the trademarks of the various firms of 
the city including the Fisk Rubber’s 
“Time to Retire” (from L. C. Lovejoy); 
Eastview, N. Y., used a magenta cancel, 
the cover being flown to Floyd Bennett 
Field (Mrs. LeRoy Brown); The Mount 
Holly (N. J.) Stamp Club sponsored a 
red and blue printed cachet showing the 
post office; Joseph Meinardi sent a speci- 
men of Hancock, Mich.’s cachet which 
bore the unusual slogan, “Air cooled by 
Lake Superior’; from Alameda, Calif., 
came a magenta cachet on a printed en- 
velope from Glenn Salisbury; while 
Portland, Ore., combined “City of Roses” 
and an International Live Stock Show 
on its cachet; Athol, Mass., had two 
cachets, a blue one by the Chamber of 
Commerce showing the airport and a 
red one by the American Legion post, on 
one cover from Earl Kelton; J. M. Car- 
son of Statesville, N. C., sent in one 
bearing that city’s green cachet of a 
globe with the slogan, “Watch air mail 
grow”; Christmas, Fla.’s cachet showed a 
mail plane passing a “Florida cowboy” 
(from W. S. Branch, Jr., of Orlando); 
H. L. Ayres sent in Eustis, Fla.’s cover 
with a Wright Bros. cachet in red and a 
green pick-up cachet. 


From Pine Bluff, Ark., came a red 
map cachet from Smith Arnett; from 
Eudora, Ark., a non-pictorial black cachet 
in five lines; Plant City, Fla., had a red 
“strawberry” cachet on the cover from 
Elbert Wilson which was backstamped 
with the purple Tampa cachet; Oblong, 
Ill., “the only oblong,” had a_ black 
cachet with badge of the airmail service 
from C. C. Oursler; and of significance 
to Masons was the blue cachet and blue 
cancel from Hiram, Maine, sent in by 
Floyd Warren of East Hiram; Gulfport, 
Miss., used a red cachet of nautical ap- 
peal (from Walter Inge); Dr. Earle F. 
Hall sent in Winchendon, Mass.’s, blue 
cachet of this “toy town”; Brookline, 
Mass., magenta cachet from Wm. Sun- 
dell was supplied by the local “Chron- 
icle”; from C. Hackett of the Hooked 
Rug Shop came speciments of Province- 
town, Mass., covers with cachet pictur- 
ing a Pilgrim ship; Woburn, Mass., had 
a blue cachet picturing the national 
commander of the American Legion and

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Northwest Territory Stamp 
Finally Announced 


Rumors and so-called “inside” infor- 
mation that the Post Office Dept. 
was to provide a second Northwest 
Territory stamp by overprinting the 
one issued in 1937 were set aside 
when on June 2nd, too late to an- 
nounce in last week’s paper, the Dept. 
announced it was preparing a stamp 
of distinctive design. The new stamp 
will be a vertical rectangle, same size 
as the regular issue, 3c denominatior 
and purple in color. The central de- 
sign shows the statue to be unveiled 
at Marietta, Ohio on July 15th by 
Pres. Roosevelt. Symbolizing the 
“March Westward” of the nation the 
monument is being designed by the 
noted sculptor, Gutzon Borglum. It 
presents three figures of the period on 
a huge base, and at last reports was 
still unfinished. The new stamp com- 
memorates the 150th anniversary of 
the establishment of Civil Govern- 
ment in the Northwest Territory 
under the authority of the Ordinance 
of 1787. Though this event actually 
took place on July 9, 1788 with arrival 
of Governor St. Clair, this date was 
unsatisfactory to the President’s 
schedule, hence the unveiling will 
take place on the 15th. The stamp is 
to be issued that day at Marietta. 
The usual rules for first day covers 
apply. Not more than ten addressed 
and sealed covers with remittance for 
stamps required to be placed upon 
them to be sent under cover to the 
Marietta postmaster. Remittance 
must be made by cash or money order 
only, each cover to bear in pencil a 
figure in upper right corner indicat- 
ing number of stamps wanted placed 
on each cover and address should be 
so placed as to allow plenty of room 
for affixing the stamps.

Under date of May 27 the Post Office 
Dept. announced that the stamp to com- 
memorate the centennial of the estab- 
lishment of the Iowa Territory under the 
territorial form of government was to be 
a three-cent stamp.

tle if anything for the Loyalist (Repub- ! 
lican) side of the Spanish civil war to 
celebrate, the New York Times describes 
and illustrates an unusual commemora- 
tive for the seventh anniversary of the 
republic (April 14, 1938), for which 
two stamps of the 1905 issue commemo- 
rating the tercentenary of the publica- 
tion of Cervantes’ “Don Quixote” have 
been overprinted.

Hugh M. Southgate in the Bureau 
| Specialist writes some detailed descrip- 
|tion of the electrolytic process used to 
| manufacture some of the center plates 
for the new 6c air mail bicolored stamp. 
Our information in the May 28th num- 
ber on how these plates were manufac- 
tured is incorrect and we hasten to sup- 
ply Mr. Southgate’s description: 


Briefly, the process followed to pro- 
duce the electrolytic intaglio plates 
now used by the Bureau for printing 
currency and some of the centers of 
the new 6 cent bicolored air mail 
stamps consists of the electro-deposi- 

tion of an iron “shell” (faced with a 
| film of nickel) on an intaglio steel 
plate known as a “master,” which has 
been made by the transfer method. 
The shell is stripped from the master. 
A pair of shells are then sweated back 
to back to a steel plate forming an 
“alto,” which shows a positive raised 
design, duplicating in reversed relief 
that of the master. The alto now be- 
comes the pattern and a shell is de- 
posited on both sides of the alto. 
These shells are stripped from the alto 
and each is spot-welded to a steel 
plate to make a “basso.” The design 
on the basso is now in reverse and 
recessed, “exactly duplicating” that 
on the master. The basso is the print- 
ing plate and in appearance is like a 
transferred plate.

Editor’s Notebook 


LIGHT While we sympathize with 
CANCELS the collector who receives | 

his stamps on philatelic mail | 
nearly obliterated with canceling ink, we 
have scant patience and no sympathy 
for those who insist on cancelations so 
light as to be almost unnoticeable. Fre- 
quently we have been shown alleged 
“terrible” cancels when actually the spe- 
cimens were simply normal impressions 
of a regular canceling device. When 
we say “normal” we mean a black, clear 
sharp impression. Many of us_ seek 
stamps showing but a faint trace of ink, 
prizing these as “light cancellations.” No 
official canceling device, properly applied, 
would make such an indistinct marking 
and many collectors realize this and pass 
over the slight smudges and smears for 
clear and legible markings which really 
look like a cancelation and what’s more 
by their appearance prove they are can- 
celations. Many a postal clerk has tried 
to meet the requests for light cancels by 
applying his handstamp as lightly as 
possible, resulting in the stamps receiv-

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ing an illegible and vaguely defined 
marking. How much better in appear- 
ance is the same marking when firmly 
applied with just the right amount of 
ink. 

A recent issue of the Postal Bulletin 
called the attention of postal employees 
to the fact that a partial inspection of 
the incoming parcel post of one large 
firm revealed that many stamps either 
were not canceled or were “very faintly 
canceled” and represented a potential 
loss in many dollars of revenue to the 
postal service. The notice went on to 
order:— 

“At this time therefore all postal em- 
ployees who are assigned to the work of 
canceling stamps are urged to make it 
their particular and individual duty to 
see that inking apparatus is kept clean 
and in working order and that all stamps 
whether on parcels or letters are com- 
pletely and effectively canceled with a 
clear impression.” 

Those who like their stamps so lightly 
canceled that a second glance is necessary 
to find the cancelation will not be pleased 
with this order. The order is entirely jus- 
tified—after all, that’s what the cancel- 
ing devices are for, to cancel stamps 
effectively. Certainly collectors cannot 
complain so long as the last two words 
of the order are complied with. Personal- 
ly we prefer a clear cancelation any day 
to a faint smudge which anyone can du- 
plicate with a pencil eraser and some rub- 
ber stamp ink and which, genuine or not, 
signifies exactly nothing philatelically. 

Another philatelic writer has severely 
criticized the Philadelphia post office for 
the manner of canceling stamps on first 
day covers of the new 4c. Charged as 
a most heinous crime was the placing of 
the machine cancelation so that the in- 
scription between the bars fell on the 
perforations between the stamps. Since 
it was necessary to have blocks on the 
covers, we fail to see just where the can- 
celation could otherwise have been 
placed. Anyone familiar with operation 
of a canceling machine must realize that 
to attempt to have almost all the can- 
celation appear on the top stamps would 
mean the danger of missing the lower 
stamps entirely—and would it look any 
better there anyway? The Philadelphia 
cancelation as noted on a number of 
covers we’ve seen, was light but not too 
light, clear and legible and we fail to see 
any room for improvement nor anything 
of which to complain, especially as the 
perforations did not swallow the inscrip- 
tion. 

Summing up, the point we wish to 
make, is that there is too much emphasis 
by collectors on “light” and too little on 
“clear.” 

While we’re on the subject of cancela- 
tions we’d like to bring up a suggestion 
for obtaining a neat cancelation, nothing 
new we admit, and a practice used by 
some collectors for years with splendid 
results. This is the placing of stamps on 
the envelope so that the circular dated 
portion of the machine cancel will fall 
entirely upon the stamp. What cancela- 
tion looks better upon one of the new Ic 
or one of the Constitutions for instance 
than this circular device when all or most 
of it is upon the stamp? Since the po- 
sition of the machine cancelation varies

Chester A. Arthur 





TWENTY-FIRST PRESIDENT—1881-1885 


Born at Fairfield, Vt., October 5, 1830. | 
Died in New York City, November 18, | 
1886. Arthur’s father was a minister and 
the family moved frequently among va- 
rious parishes in New York and Vermont. 
Arthur was another lawyer who event- 
ually became President. He associated 
in the ’50s with lawyers who were anti- 
slavery and soon gained fame in the 
“Lemmon Slave Case” wherein Arthur 
and his partner, Wm. Evarts, won free- 
dom for the slaves of a Virginia planter 
who had brought them to New York City 
with intention of taking ship to Texas. 
Next he won a case which resulted in the 
various street railways permitting col- 
ored persons to ride their cars and as a 
result of these two cases he and his part- 
ners received most of the colored law 
cases. In the Civil War Arthur gained 
the title of “General” but this was for 
his services as inspector-general and 
quartermaster-general of New York. 
After the war he served as Collector of 
the Port of New York and held the 
post until removed by President Hayes 
whose ire he had aroused by urging 
civil-service reform. In 1880 at the Re- 
publican convention, Arthur was named 
Vice-Presidential candidate as a conces- 
sion to the friends of Grant who had 
threatened to remain aloof from the com- 
ing campaign. Arthur was the fourth 
Vice-President to become President, tak- 
ing the oath of office on Sept. 20, 1881, 
at his home at New York upon receipt 
of news that President Garfield had suc- 
cumbed to the bullet wounds inflicted 
the previous July. His term of office was 
marked by the re-building of the navy, 
and the institution of the Civil Service 





Commission. Though a candidate for 
renomination in 1884, he lost the nomina- 
tion to James G. Blaine. Arthur has 
never been on our stamps, and is sched- 
uled for the new 21c stamp, first of that 
denomination ever to be issued in the 
United States. 





During the Postmasters Convention 
held at Elmira, N. Y., May 27-28, the 
representatives of the Philatelic Section 
of the P. O. Dept. and Representative 
Mead of the House Committee on postal 
affairs were to hold a discussion, with 
stamp collectors. A stamp exhibition 
was held in conjunction with the Con- 
vention.

Air Mail Week Cachets 


a black one commemorating the first 
amphibian flight from Horn Pond sent 
by Wm. LaRocque; Joseph Barkman 
sent in the green cachet of East Tawas, 
Mich., gateway to the Huron Natl. For 
est: Roscommon, Mich., used a fishing 
scene on the cover from Al. Cherry; 
Rockport, Mo., had a bi-colored map of 
its county on the cover from Raymond 
Smith; Friend, Nebr., had a_ printed 
cachet showing the five types of trans 
portation it has had, from Henry Gochel; 
The East Aurora (N. Y.) Phil. Soc. 
sponsored a cachet and copies arrived 
from the club and M. G. Schnecken- 
burger; Chautauqua Coin, Stamp & 
Curio Club sponsored Jamestown, N. Y.’s 
flight and in addition to this blue cachet, 
had a green one by the postmaster, the 
pilot’s autograph, and a red Chamber of 
Commerce cachet; Fayettesville (N. Y.) 
pictured the boyhood home of Pres. 
Cleveland on the cover from Alva Reese; 
H. G. Kingdom of Conneaut, O., sent us 
one with the black plane cachet used 
there; Oil City, Pa., printed a cachet 
typifying the city’s name on the cover 
from Richard McGinnis; Ralph M. Wirt 
sent in one from Cookeville, Tenn., the 
center being a huge purple multiple star; 
Dalhart, Texas, had a sort of puzzle 
cachet, sent by Mrs. Joe Scaling; Cone- 
stoga’s (Pa.) cachet had a translation of 
this Indian name, sent in by Landis S. 
Brady; Mrs. Edna Saunders sent in the 
black plane cachet of Gallitzin, Pa.; and 
Portland, Pa., had a picture of its wood- 
en covered bridge of 1869 vintage, sent 
by K. Nothstein. 

Apparently most of the mail went out 
on the 19th, in order to go by the special 
flights on that day, but some came 
through dated the 20th, among them 
Kannapolis, N. C., with a blue cachet 
made from the trademark of the cotton 
mills; while Clarkson, Nebr., on the 
cover from Frank Miller, boasted of its 
lack of city or school debt; Wheeling 
portrayed the escape of McCulloch from 
the Indians in 1777, this one from Rev. 
Lyman N. Lemmon; Burgettstown, Pa., 
told of its founder on a small box cachet 
on the cover from Ben Budny and New 
London, Wis., had a mammoth badger as 
central design of its cachet. 


On the 21st, last day of the week that 
boosted air mail in a great big way, came 
a cachet from Edgerton, Wisc., from H. 
Greenwood, same design as that used by 
New London; a magenta plane cachet 
from Cohasset, Mass., but postmarked 
Brockton; Norwood, Colo., sent out big 
envelopes with a bicolored map cachet 
with a letter of greetings from the post- 
master, and last but not least, Refugio, 
Texas., stated on its cachet the three 
things the city is best known for, “Cat- 
tle, Oil and Traditions.” 

We thank our readers for remembering 
us during the week’s cover activities and 
from reports arriving of local exhibits and 
cachets, it seems that philately received 
widespread publicity in newspapers be- 
cause of the great volume of mail sent 
by collectors. We noted that one Texas 
postmaster, holding over a thousand cov-

ers since 1929 or so for a First Flight 
that didn’t materialize, took advantage 
of the pick-up flight on May 19th to get 
rid of the accumulation. We wonder if 
this week didn’t generally clear out sim- 
ilar accumulations throughout the coun- 
try. The Post Office Department and 
the Bureau of Engraving & Printing ap- 
parently worked at top speed to get the 
new 6c distributed for almost every town 
used them.
